Wood Shop —Un der the guidance 
of Mr. Graham, ])ui)il.s in the wood 
shoj) are building 10 tables for the 
'l'y])ing Room. The students are 
organized similarly to a mass pro¬ 
duction factory and all students in 
the wood classes are helping. One 
student is making the mortises, an¬ 
other the tennons, a third is glueing 
together the jiarts, while others 
square tlie wood, attach the tops 
and so on. This method makes it 
possible for more .students to par- 
ticii)ate, and a better quality in the 
finished work is exjiected than if 
the tables were made individually. 

Motor Shop — Mr. Parry, aided 
by several Motor 2 students, is 
building a still in the shop. Old 
gas tanks, copper tubing, rubber 
hose and some solder are going into 
the construction of a distillation 
plant capable of producing a gal¬ 
lon of pure water an hour. Up to 
this time the distilled water neces¬ 
sary for battery work, had to be 
bought. The plant will effect quite 
a saving in ex])enses.
